How Hail Is Formed. 
Limiting the observations to such 
compound hailstone as are the most 
destructive and are produced during 
a tornado or a violent thunderstorm, 
the following theory bas been ad­ 
vanced as to how they are formed: 
When the winds gyrate rapidly round 
on axis more or less Inclined to tho 
eurth the space at and about the ax Jo 
is rarefied. 
Wb?n air charged with 
vapor is drawn into this rarefied space 
It may be condensed into cloud or min 
or, at a greater elevation, into snow. 
Now, supposing the rain formed in the 
lower region to be drawn up by the as­ 
cending current into the snowy region 
and no held for a short space, the 
drops will he frozen and then, lf pro 
pelled beyond the gyrations, will fall 
to the ground as a shower of ordinary 
hall. 
But if in the descent they arc 
again drawn in by the inflowing cur­ 
rent they will be again carried up into 
the cold region and so acquire anoth­ 
er coating -»f ice. 
In this way the 
globule may make a number of ascents 
and descent.- and acquire a fresh coat­ 
ing each time.—Harper's. 


Munchausen. 
Many a reader of the fictitious ad­ 
ventures of the famous hero of the 
“Munchauseuaid” (which was first pub­ 
lished in English at Oxford during the 
lifetime of this prince of all liars) has 
no conception that the hero was a real 
person. Baron Hieronymus Karl Fried 
rich von Munchausen was a Han­ 
overian nobleman, a subject of the first 
three Georges. 
He wa! born in 1720 
and died in 171)7. Ile took service in a 
Russian cavalry regiment, hut retired 
in old age to his ancestral estate at 
Bodenwerder, In Hanover, where he 
Ix'cnrae notorious for the magnificent 
lies about his military adventures with 
which he used to entertain his neigh 
liors at his hospitable hoard. 
A col­ 
lection of these stories, entitled “Vade 
mecum fur luqtlge i/cute,” was pub­ 
lished at Berlin In 1781 without the 
baron's permission. The English work, 
“Baron Munchausen’s Narrative of Ills 
Marvelous Tira vela and Campaigns In 
Russia,” was an expansion and Im­ 
provement of the Berlin collection.

CONVEX LENS OF THE EYE. 


A 
Burning Glass That Adjusts the 
Sight to Varying Distances. 
One of the manifold wonders of tile 
human eye is the convex lens with 
which the focal distances of sight are 
made Instantly and without mental ef 
fort. 
This lens In the eye is a literal 
“burning glass,” as the small boy styles 
the glass lens with which he focuses 
the sun’s rays and sets tire to a piece 
of paper. Just In this sense, too, is the 
lens o f the eye a literal burning glass. 
as may be shown by the sim plest of 
experiments. 
I,et the person at midday hold a 
straw against the face of tin? sun and 
focus his eyes on the straw. 
He can 
look at the straw , with its background 
of a dazzling sun, and without discom ­ 
fort. 
But the moment he looks at the 
fiery ball of the sun itself, subcon­ 
sciously the lens of the eye comes to 
its proper focus, with the result that a 
“burning" sun spot appears on tile re­ 
tina of the eye, and it is said that a 
few seconds of sud) looking would 
burn out the retina as if by fire Itself. 
In the subconscious adaptability of 
the eye lens to adapt itself to different 
distances lies its value to the human 
sight. 
The man with a camera adjusts 
the focus of his lenses by sliding them 
forward and back. 
The lenses of the 
human eye. by changing their curva­ 
tures. allow of one looking at fine 
print six Inches from his nose and Iii 
a fraction of a second to look up and 
away, probably fifty miles to a mourn 
tain peak that in an instant is in true 
camera focus.—Pittsburgh l ’ress.

SOLID GOLD RINGS 


Some Are Stamped Out With a 


Die, Some Cut From T u b es/ 


BUT MOST OF THEM ARE CAST 


As rn Ruls, They Ars Formed In Molds 
of Cuttlefish Bons, Into W hich the 
Pattern Sinks as Though Pressed In ­ 


to W ax— M aking th# Molds. 


Cuttlefish bone is fam iliar to most 
people, as it is ueen thrust between Un­ 
bars of a bird cage for birds to peck at 
Birds clean their beaks on it. and they 
like to cat it. 
But cuttlefish bone has 
other nod more Interesting uses. 
It 
is used in the m anufacture of tooth 
powder and of polishing powder and 
In the making of a prepared food for 
birds, but perhaps the most interest­ 
ing of its uses Is In the making of 
molds in w hich to cast gold rings. 
Some gold rings are cast In tiny 
dusks containing molds of fine sand; 
others are stam ped out with a die. 
W edding rings are made from a draw n 
tube of gold in which the rounded out 
cr shape of the ring is produced ou a 
mandrel, the several 
sections 
thus 
formed being then sawed off even 
when finished and polished to form a 
perfect ring. 
But of the vast num ber 
of solid gold rings produced by manu 
factoring Jewelers, including rings to 
be mounted with stones, 75 per cent 
are cast in cuttlefish bone molds. 
Such a mold eau be used but once, 
and so the m anufacturing Jeweler uses 
a lot of cuttlefish bone. 
The molds 
rimy be made iu two, three, four or 
five parts, according to the elaborate­ 
ness of the ring to be molded. 
The 
bone serves both as flask and as mold­ 
ing material. 
S u p in e the molder is to make for a 
ring comparatively simple in shape a 
three part mold. 
Ile sits at a bench 
on which he has brass patterns of the 
rings to be molded. 
The m anufactur­ 
ing Jeweler has hundreds, many hun­ 
dreds, of these pattern rings, to which 
he is continually adding designs. 
Handy by the molder lins a Ih>x of 
cuttlefish !>nne. Only bone of the finest 
quality and finest texture is used, and 
sueli bone serves for this purpose ad­ 
mirably. 
Ender pressure of att o b j e c t 
upon It this bone breaks down p e r f e c t ­ 
ly and with no surrounding fractures 
or fissures. It takes an impression prac­ 
tically as perfect as a plastic m ate­ 
rial would do, while at the sam e time 
it stands up perfectly around t i e im 
presslou made. 
The molder takes a cuttlefish tame 
in its fam iliar oval shape and w ith a 
little sharp toothed saw saws off the 
tapering sides and tho ends, leaving 
a keystone shaped or an oblong block. 
Then straight across he saws off one 
end of this block about a quarter of 
Its length from the end. and then tIn­ 
in rger piece he saws through from side 
to side midway of its thickness. 
Now 
he has the original block of bom- di 
vided Into three parts. 
Ile rubs the face of each of these 
parts perfectly smooth on a metal plate 
set before Ulm conveniently in the 
bench, and then tile m aterial is ready 
for use us a mold. 
Tile molder turns 
one of the two bigger blocks over on 
th e 'bench with the smoothed surface 
tip and picks up (lie model ring, and 
with a deft, sure touch he presses this 
model down for half its thickness all 
around into the delicately fragile bus 
evenly 
textured 
bone— this 
iii 
t Ic­ 
eage of a three piece mold at one cml 
of the block, leaving the head or cap 
of the ring projecting beyond the end 
edge. 
Next he picks up the other half 
of this block, turns its smooth face 
down and presses that down upon tlu­ 
ring as It lies with half its thickness 
projecting above the surface of the 
lower block, aud now’ he has a mold of 
the ring complete except for the pro­ 
jecting head. 
At this stage he picks up th at end 
piece of the bone that he had sawed 
off and presses that with its s.jooth 
face down upon the ring’s head, so tak ­ 
ing an impression of that, ayd then tu­ 
bas the mold complete, but w ith the 
model ring inside of it. 
Now he scores lightly this model out­ 
side. across its side i-dgcs, and he scores 
lines from the top block to the sides. 
so that wheu he has taken the mold 
apart he '-an put It together again pre­ 
cisely as It should be. and thou lie 
opens it and takes out the pattern, and 
if anywhere tin* molded form should 
require a touch of smoothing lie does 
that, aud then, beginning sinai I mid 
opening out wider, he cuts out in the 
inner sides of the two halves of the 
big block from the bend of the rim 
mold out to the end of the block an 
opening, the gate, through which the 
molten gold will be injured when the 
ring is molded. 
Then he puts the 
pieces of the mold together again mid 
binds them with soft wire, and th ere- 
your cuttlefish bone mold perfect aud 
complete. 
Sometimes they hind half a doven <»• 
a do/e ti of such molds together and 
cut little channels inside from the gate 
to each one of the separate mold-* with 
in. aud then when they pour the gold 
they mold Im lf a dozen or a dozen 
rings at once. —New York Slit).

"Turpentine and benzine." says a de­ 
partment of agriculture bulletin, "are 
very in Aa rn ma hie. and special precau­ 
tions should lie taken not to bring 
paint containing these substances uear 
any light or «i»en tire. 
Many pig­ 
ments are poisonous, and the work­ 
man should be particularly cureful to 
remove all paint stains from the skin 
and not tinder any circumstances al­ 
low any of It to get into his mouth. 
A man should not cat in the same 
clothes in which he has been painting 
and 
liefore eating should not only 
change his clothes, but wash all paint 
stains from his skin. 
It is not advis­ 
able to use turpentine or benzine in 
removing paint stains from the hands, 
but by oiling thoroughly with linseed 
oil or in fact with any fatty oil ant* 
then thoroughly washing with soap 
the paint may be removed, provided 
too 
meat the lions have left it. Sometimes, 
however, the hyenas are too eager ami 
steal lilts of meat while the lions are 
still ut their meal.

A bronzed pilot was carefully nurs­ 
ing a big Atlantic Iffier through the 
murk and confusion of early morning 
and innumerable passing craft up file 
crowded waters of New York bay.

Thus our pilot frieud had spent most 
of his mimical life aboard lugs aud 
other inland boats und when confront­ 
ed with a crisis of great responsibility 
Wavered momentarily, between the in­ 
fluence of his habit of twenty years 
and the newly acquired information 
given him a* he went aboard. 
It was 
just by the sheerest chance that he or 
tiered the wheel turned the correct 
way.

scoff ut suggestions of danger, saying

AII the same, a man experienced In 
handling vessels of their own particu- 
; lur character is generally standing by 
the newcomer at the wheel for safety's 
I sake. 
A more common danger, as far 
ms 
the general public is concerned, is Hie 
universal lack of unity in arranging 
the steering apparatus on motorboats. 
I Most of these craft are exceedingly 
small, and the tiller ropes are put in 
at the beginning of every season by 
the owners themselves, to suit their 
own particular notions. 
So. in every 
flotilla will be seen steering gear of 
every description, from simple tillers 
to elaborate brass mounted wheels, the 
latter with either crossed or straight 
chains, as individual fancy may dic­ 
tate. 
This is safe as long as the 
owner or one used to the craft is ut 
the wheel, and not many accidents are 
reported in such circum stances. 
But 
accidents have resulted- when an ama­ 
teur used to crossed ropes has steered 
a boat oppositely rigged. 
But when one used to a launch with 
"crossed ropes” <requiring turning the 
wheel opposite to the direction the 
boat is to got takes the wheel of an 
automobile, then the passengers are 
fortunate indeed lf they are not put 
into perilous situations; for motorists 
are not always provided with the "safe 
instinct” ascribed to experienced sea 
men. and autos move 'n the same di 
rection the wheel is turned.

Grand Old Texas. 
I have just returned from 
the 
convention of Associated Adver­ 
tising Club**t>f America, held re­ 
cently at Baltimore, Md. 
Aside from the knowledge gath­

distressing in the extreme, m iles 
of railroad tracks was washed 
away, big iron bridges and rails 
can now he seen half buried in the 
farms below. 
This disaster followed with the 
present drought make it extreme­ 
ly serious—especially to the agri 
cultural class. 
I 
was 
impressed 
with 
the 
character and size of the farms 
throughout the mountain section. 
It is astonishing to a man that 
lives in grand old Texas. 
They cultivate every 
foot 
of 
ground possible and the man that 
has as much as five acres in one 
body is looked up to as a lordly 
land owner. 
Every 
hill 
and mountain 
is 
plastered with patches and per­ 
haps they are so steep that it is 
not safe to drive a single mule. 
I saw them planting corn by hand 
using a hand punch and dropper 
combined. 
I saw farms on top 
and sides of mountains as high 
and steep as our Round mountain 
and some where near this on some 
cliff you may see their home—a 
poor shanty—a mule, cow 
and 
several children. Such as it seems 
to me from a car window is tho 
life of ttye farmer through 
the 
mountain country through which 
I 
passed—fully 
one 
thousand 
miles. 
When I see this, 
my 
bosom 
swells with pride and I 
thank 
God that my lot was east in 
a 
“ land of milk and honey”—dear 
old 
Comanche 
county—in 
the 
glorious state of Texas. Take my 
word for it and say amen. 
I can’t see how these people 
live and it must be a poor living 
for according to my way of see­ 
ing it, they 
have 
“ no 
visible 
means of support.” 
I am sure 
we actually waste more than their 
entire income. 
My heart swells with gratitude 
when I return to Texas and find 
the good Lord smiling on us. 
It 
looks good to me and I am truly 
thankful I am a part and parcel 
of the citizenship of this glorious 
country. 
Be satisfied! 
You are 
as near the ehd of the rainbow as 
you’ll ever get—be satisfied—get 
up in the collar and do your duty 
and “ all things will be added unto 
you”—even 
unto 
a 
bountiful 
harvest, health and happiness—as 
for me I ani for good old Coman­ 
che first, last and all the time.

THE SILO AND ITS VALUE 


at Paris I 
(Adv.) * 


It is said that there is nothing 
new under the sun, and the truth 
of this saying is well brought out 
iii the present agitation among the 
well-informed to induce the farm­ 
ers of this state to give more at­ 
tention to the silo. To many the 
name silo conveys no meaning, as 
they are in total ignorance of what 
it is, and yet the ancien^ Egyp­ 
tians used the silo thousands of 
years ago. Reduced to its simplest 
terms, a silo is really a big can, 
corresponding 
in 
nearly every 
way to the cans in which the house 
wife preserves her fruit, and it is 
intended to, aud does serve, the 
same purpose. 
It is a means of 
preserving green feed in its orig­ 
inal form for stock of all kinds. 
Just as the housewife can insure 
a plentiful supply of both fruit 
aud vegetables for the use of her 
family during the whole year, so 
the 
provident farmer who pro­ 
vides himself with a silo can be 
assured of an abundance of whole­ 
some, 
nutritious food 
for his 
stock in times of scarcity. 
The 
principle upon which the silo is 
the fact that decomposition and 
decay can only take place in any 
material through the agency of 
germ life, and in the presence of 
air. If this material is placed in 
an air-tight vessel, the germs it 
contains are killed, the air sur- 
roundinging the material 
with­ 
drawn arid if no new germs are 
allowed to enter, the material will 
remain iii the same condition in 
which it was gathered for an in­ 
definite time, and will be just as 
.valuable as a feed as when fresh. 
The housewife accomplishes these 
desired results first by heating the 
material and then by sealing up 
the can. This would not be prac­ 
tical with the large quantities of 
feed required for our stock. 
So 
the same result is accomplished 
in a different way. 
Using the 
ground as a bottom, a structure 
is erected, the sides of which are 
air-tight, or are made air-tight, 
when they get wet. 
These sides 
are made of a variety of materials, 
the most common being lumber, 
stone, cement and brick. It does 
not make much difference what 
tho material used just 
the 
sides are made air-tight, and that 
the material with which the struc- 


, tore is filled. What is known as 
the stave silo is usually made of 
pieces of two by four lumber, set 
up on end, just as the staves of 
a barrell are put together and 
bound around with hoops that eau 
be drawn together. 
It is usual 
to have these staves twelve 
to 
sixteen feet in length, aud often 
two are placed upon end so that 
the structure is from thirty 
to 
thirty-two feet high. The diameter 
of the silo will vary, for reasons 
given later, with the number of 


ter the silo is erected it is filled 
with such material as green corn, 
sorghum, kaffir, milo, 
or almost 
any green feed which is ehonned 


or 25 feet in height 
A silo ten 
feet high will hold about thirty 
tons of ensilage. A well-fed dairy 
cow will consume from thirty to 
forty pounds of ensilage a day. 
From this data one should be able 
to calculate the size of silo needed. 
Ensilage 
can 
ordinarily 
be 
grown and put up about three 
dollars a ton while iii feed value, 
when properly 
combined 
with 
other materials, it is easily worth 
six dollars. Outside of the actual 
nutriments it contains is of espec-

It has gener­ 
ated a small amount of acetic acid, 
a substance that aids digestion 
and has also acted upon many of 
the food and rendered them easier 
of digestion when taken into the 
animal’s stomach. 
The result, 
then, is preserved green feed for 
stock for any time of the year and 
that green feed is 
even 
more 
digestible than when it was first 
cut. A silo can be built at a cost 
of a little over a dollar per ton 
capacity to two or three dollars, 
depending upon the material and 
finish. 
No cover is necessary, as 
rain does not injure the ensilage. 
Even a pit in tjie ground can be 
made to do service as a silo, es­ 
pecially in the dryer sections. Af­ 
ter the silo is filled to the top, 
two or three inches of material 
spoils, so in designing the silo it 
is necessary to calculate the feed 
a layer over the whole 
surface 
each day. 
In this way it is fed 
up before it has time to spoil. 
Ensilage keeps better in a 


material, except those consisting 
of hollow stems, will make val­ 
uable ensilage, 
there is nothing 
quite so good and so valuable as 
corn and the grain sorghums. Or­ 
dinarily for each five bushels of 
corn that a field will yield it will 
make a ton of ensilage. The corn 
from a thirty-bushel field would 
be worth, at fifty cents, 
fiteeu 
doll ars, while the ensilage from the 
same field would be wforth twice 
as much. 
So, besides being 
a 
means of supplying food to stock, 
the silo is also a means of adding 
Very materially to the value of 
the feed stuff, and also of utilizing 
the cornstalks that constitute 40 
per cent of the value of a corn- 
‘field, and that are too often lost. 
Again, it costs less to save ensilage 
than to save the crop in 
any 
form. 
At the same time a man 
with a silo is independent of the 
weather. He can fill his silo while 
rain is pouring down. 
On the 
other hand, should there be dang 
cr of losing his crop from 
dry 
weather, he can cut it and place 
it in the silo and so save it. Corn 
makes the best ensilage when cut 
at any time during its growth and 
will still make 
valuable 
feed.

Lieutenant Governor Mayes Be 
lives that 300 May Be Pardon­ 
ed in Next Few Weeks. 


Lieutenant Governor Will ll. 
Mayes was in Houston a few days 
ago and his presence was noted 
bv the Chronicle which paper se­ 
cured an interview regarding the 
work of the investigating com­ 
mittee of which he is chairman. 
The Chronicle said: 
Following the trip of the legis­ 
lative committee appointed to in­ 
vestigate the financial conditions 
of the state convict farms, Lieut. 
Governor Mayes went direct 
to 
Huntsville, where he met the in 
determinate sentence committee, 
of which he is chairman. 
This 
committee has been revising a list 
of about one thousand names of 
convicts now in the penitentiary 
and on the state farms, 
who by 
their individual records will re­ 
ceive consideration of the state 
pardon hoard. 
Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor Mayes stated that the com­ 
mittee has already passed on 150 
names of convicts at Huntsville, 
out of which number they would 
probably 
recommend 
executive 
clemency for about 40 men. 
“ The committee,” stated Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Mayes, 
“ will 
confine its attention to looking af­ 
ter the old, long time men, the 
forgotten men in the state penal 
institutions. 
There are men who 
served a great portion of their 
sentence, who have good records 
while in the prisons, hut who have 
I no friends to intercede for them. 
I These men will be the first to re­ 
ceive consideration. 
In many in­ 
stances where tin* cases are ones of 
merit we will recommend 
cle­ 
mency for the sick and feeble con­ 
victs, provided their relatives are 
in adposition to take care of them 
after they are pardoned. 
While 
I it is impossible to determine at 
this time just how many convicts 
I will be pardoned under the iude- 
j terminate sentence law, we believe 
that out of the 1000 names sub­ 
mitted us, 
we will recommend 
between JOO and 500 pardons. 
That is the way it looks at this 
time.”

213 NEW LAWS IO BE­ 


COME EFFECTIVE JULI I 


Women’s 
Nine Hour and 9:30 
Saloon Closing Statutes Are 
Among Important Changes. 


Two hundred and thirteen of 
the 343 laws enacted by the 33rd 
legislature will become effective 
July 1st. This includes local and 
general measures. 
More than a hundred had euler 
gency clauses attached and 
be­ 
came effective during the months 
of January, February, March and 
April, while the body was iii ses­ 
sion. 
Two of those remaining will be 
put on the statutes 
July 
31st, 
one October 1st, aud one on Dec. 
31st, 1913. 
The house members get the cred­ 
it for original the largest number 
of bills, a total of 210, and 133 
originated in the senate. 
Several of the most important 
and most radical measures 
are 
here outlined. 
New Home Rule Law. 
The “ home rule” law, effective 
July I, enables any city W'ith a 
population 
over 5,000, 
among 
other things, to have commission 
form of government by a major­ 
ity vote of the citizens. 
Fifteen 
per cent of the voting population 
is required to refer the question. 
The eight-hour law’ is a union 
labor measure. It provides eight 
hours as a maximum day’s work 
for state and municipal laborers. 
To conserve the gas supply iii 
the fields of Northwest Texas the 
legislature made a law’ requiring 
all gas wells to he capped. Neg­ 
ligence of gas well owneds in the 
vicinity of Electra 
in 
properly 
capping and using the flow of gas 
was the direct cause of this law, 
which also becomes effective July 
1st. 
Insurance regulations were giv- 


authorizes local option elections 
on maintenance 
of pool 
halls. 
Fifteen per cent of the voters are 
required to initiate the question. 
Protection of travelers against 
missing their trains through the 
negligence of railway employes is 
given in two new laws. Dispatch­ 
ers are required to give accurates 
information regarding the arrival 
and departure of trains and sta­ 
tion agents are required to post 
bulletins. Failure to comply con­ 
stitutes a misdemeanor and is pun­ 
ishable by a fine. 
Upper classmen in colleges will 
have the state government as well 
as their faculty to contend with if 
caught hazing. 
The “ pernicious 
practice of hazing” is punishable 
by a fine according to the provi­ 
sions of a law effective July 1st. 
Court 
Methods Changed. 
New’ methods of civil and crim­ 
inal procedure were given consid­ 
erable attention. One or tw’o new’ 
laws are considered extremely 
radical. 
Instead of charging a 
jury after the attorney's have 
made their arguments, the judge 
w'ill deliver his charge after the 
evidence is in. 
The second abol­ 
ishes the degrees of murder and 
manslaughter. 
It wdll be either 
murder or not murder, in other 
words. The penalty ranges from 
tw'o years to the limit. According 
to prominent lawyers, acquittals 
will he more difficult and the case 
will resolve itself into a question 
of self-defense and extenuating 
circumstances, and many reversi­ 
ble errors will he lost sight of. 
Another new law', which 
is 
somewhat of a departure, gives a 
wife absolute control 
over 
her 
hank account and income, neither 
of which can he seized for debts 
contracted by her husband. 
'I he statute of limitations placed 
by a new law upon real obligations 
will tend to clear up many cloud­ 
ed titles, and the indeterminate 
sentence law provides a maximum

The most im­ 
portant authorizes the incorpora­ 
tion of mutual tire, lighting, hail 
and storm insurance, raising the 
constitutional inhibition against 
the operation of foreign insurance 
companies in Texas. 
Insurance Commission. 
Another creates an insurance 
commission similar to the railroad 
commission. 
Citizens 
desiring 
lower insurance rates may 
take 
the matter before the commission. 
The commissioners are appointed 
by the governor. 
The reciprocal insurance 
law 
permits any class of industries to 
organize and insure their 
own 
property. The millers of the state 
have an association of this kind. 
The approval of the 
insurance 
commission is required. 
One of the most widely known 
of the new law# effective July 1st 
is the 9:30 closing law for saloons. 
Another antiliquor law prohibits 
tin1 shipment of liquor into “ d ry ” 
territory and penalizes the seller, 
carrier and receiver. 
The 
employes’ 
compensation 
measure, effective July 1st, is a 
State Labor Federation measure. 
It partially recognizes the doct­ 
rine of comparative negligence. 
Negligence on the part of the em­ 
ploye does not militate 
against 
him as formerly in filling 
suit 
against a corporation for personal 
damages. 
Presidential 
Primary. 
Under an act passed by the leg­ 
islature candidates for president 
of the United States may place 
their names on the ballot along­ 
side of candidates for state offices 
and be voted on at the state pri­ 
mary' in July. 
A measure that will probably 
be invoked by those opposed to 
pool and billiard halls will be put 
on the statutes after July I.

Divorce Becomes Difficult. 
I he new divorce law*, calculated 
to mitigate the divorce evil, will 
also become effective July 
1st. 
Under its provisions a dissatisfied 
husband or wife cannot secure a 
divorce one day and marry tho 
next. Six mouths residence in the 
county is required and the party 
securing the divorce must 
wait 
one year before remarrying. 
A law expected to accomplish 
great good along educational lines 
authorizes the commissioners of 
every county to make an appro­ 
priation for a county library and 
its maintenance. 
The fifty-four hour law. effec­ 
tive October 1st, 1913, will change 
the working hours of thousand> 
o f women throughout the state. 
Stenographers and workers in 
cities tinder 5,000 population are 
exempted. Its provisions limit the 
hours of women employed in 
stores, factories, 
etc., 
to 
nine 
hours a day or fifty-four hours a 
week. They can he made to work 
ten hours a day for five days, but 
must be given a recess on the 6th

“Ich bin eln Preusse.” Is: 
I am a Prussian! 
Know ye. not my ban­

Before me floats my flag of Mack and 
white! 
My father, died for freedom ; 'twas their 
manner— 
Bo say these color, 
floating In your 
sight. 
The mercantile murine tricolor of 
black, white and red Is emblematic of 
the Joining of the Hohenzollern black 
and white with the red and white, 
which was the ensign of the Hanseatic 
league 
This flag cam e Into being 
when the North German Confederacy 
was established, Not. 2,>, 18(17. at the 
close of the Austro-ITussian war. The 
red and white represent the commer­ 
cial prosperity of the nation, while the 
black and white symbolize the strong 
arm of the state prepared to protest 
and foster it. 
Nowhere hare historical events caus­ 
ed so much etiQUge in the standards 
and national ensigns of a country as in 
France. 
The oriflacame and the chape 
de St. Martin were succeeded at the 
end of the sixteenth century, when 
Henry III., the last of the house of 
Valois, came to the throne, by the 
white standard powdered fleur-de-lis 
That In turn gave place to the famous 
tricolor which was Introduced at tho 
time of the revolution, but the origin 
of that flag and ifs colors is a disputed 
question. 
Some maintain that the in­ 
tention was to combine In the flag the 
blue of the chape de St. Martin, the 
red of the oriflamme and the white flag 
of the Bourbons. 
By others the colors 
are said to be those of the city of Paris. 
Yet again other authorities assert that 
the flag is copied from the shield of 
the Orleans family as it appeared after 
Philippe Egalite had knocked off the 
fleur-de-IU.—Kansas City Star.

Mysterious Currents, the Secrete 
of 
W hich No One Hee Solved. 
There are an many vagaries In the 
waters as in the winds. 
Why, for in­ 
stance, should grout ocean currenta 
send their warm w aters across the 
wide Pacific and A tlantic? Other and 
equally mysterious currents exist In 
well nigh all parts of the world. 
It Is on record that the sea has run 
for weeks out of the Jav a sea. through 
the strait of Suuda and thence back 
again for a like period wit hoot any 
perceptible rise and fall during those 
I ti ales. 
Then there Is the equatorial current 
that flows Into the Caribbean sea, the 
ever flowing current to the eastward 
around ("'ape Horn, the cold stream 
flowing from the icy regions of the 
north past Newfoundland and Nova

The governor followed Senator H itch­

"I am h e re by the invitation of my 
1 good friends in Nebraska, and while 
I am alw ays averse to speaking about 
myself, I feel that it is due to them 
to speak of some m atters of a public 
nature about which falsehoods have 
j been circulated so wholly unfounded 
1 that persistence in them cannot be 
ascribed to proper motives.

Retraction Not Forthcoming.

When one has been in 
public life as much as I have his 
conduct affords a better test of him 
than the assertions of others or his 
own. 
"Among the many things it was 
my good 
fortune lo accomplish as 
attorney general, the one which is 
best known and for which even my

successors

mended me, was securing from the 
suprem e court the first decisions up­ 
holding th e Sherm an anti-trust law.

as a Republican m easure. 
It created 
a tax commission to be appointed by 
the governor, as

N evertheless, the bill as 
passed was better than none, so I let 
it become a law. but did not sien It, 
announcing my intention lo contend 
for a better one.
